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INTRODUCTION. 


'T'HE  transcripts  of  the  two  Rolls  now  printed  have  been  fur- 

nished  to  the  Society  by  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Everard  Barton, 
one  of  its  members,  who  has  previously  placed  at  their  disposal 
the  transcripts  of  three  Rolls  already  published. 

The  two  Rolls  relate  to  the  same  taxation.  The  second  of  the 
two,  that  dated  1428-9,  is  really  the  return  of  the  juries  empanelled 
to  enquire  into  the  tenure  of  Knight’s  Fees  in  the  several  hundreds 
throughout  the  county,  upon  the  holders  of  which  fees  the  col- 
lectors were  empowered  to  levy  a subsidy  of  6s.  8d.  for  each  entire 
fee,  or  is.  8d.  for  each  quarter  of  a fee,  while  the  holders  of  a less 
property  than  a quarter  of  a fee  were  exempt.  Not  only  is  this 
evident  from  the  similarity  of  the  words  describing  each  fee  in  the 
two  Rolls,  but  also  from  statements  once  or  twice  made  in  the 
return  of  the  commissioners  ; for  instance,  on  page  23,  when  in 
dealing  with  a holding  consisting  of  a third  part  of  a fee  in  Kid- 
derminster, they  found  their  action  on  what  is  contained  “ in 
a certain  Inquisition  taken  therein  before  the  same  commissioners, 
and  delivered  for  this  return.”  The  Inquisition  is  this  document 
styled  the  Roll  for  1428-9.  This  Roll  may  therefore  practically 
be  dismissed  from  the  consideration  of  this  taxation,  except  so  far 
as  it  exemplifies  the  method  of  the  proceedings. 

The  taxation  recorded  in  this  Roll  consisted  of  two  portions, 
the  one  a contribution  from  each  parish  in  the  county,  based  upon 
the  value  of  its  church,  as  recorded  in  “ Pope  Nicholas’  Taxation,” 
completed  20  Edward  I.  (1292),  and  so  a charge  upon  the  inhabi- 
tants ; and  the  other  a payment  to  be  made  by  the  owners  of  the 
parishes,  grouped  as  these  were  into  Knight’s  Fees.  It  is  not 
necessary  here  to  repeat  what  has  been  said  as  to  the  origin  of 
the  methods  of  taxation  in  the  introductions  to  the  Nonarum  In- 
quisitiones and  to  the  Roll  of  1346. 

The  old  taxation  of  the  churches  given  in  this  Roil  corresponds 
in  several  instances  neither  with  that  of  Pope  Nicholas’  Valor  of 
1292,  nor  with  that  of  the  Nonarum  Inquisitiones  of  1340.  Possibly 
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the  discrepancies  arise  from  the  portions,  or  stipends,  paid  to  indi- 
viduals other  than  the  incumbents,  being  sometimes  taken  into 
account  and  sometimes  disregarded.  At  all  events  the  collectors 
had  to  account  for  the  subsidy  arising  from  these  portions,  as  is 
shewn  by  the  surcharge  on  page  1 8 ; and  it  would  appear  very 
properly  so,  since  if  the  amount  a parish  paid  for  church  purposes 
were  taken  as  a measure  of  what  it  was  able  to  find  for  secular 
purposes,  all  such  payments,  whether  to  parson  at  home  or  to 
priest  elsewhere,  should  be  taken  into  account.  The  same  con- 
sideration would  apply  to  the  surcharge  for  the  portion  of  the  eight 
vicarages,  given  on  page  20.  The  eight  vicarages  mentioned  in 
Pope  Nicholas’  Taxation  are  Wichenford,  Grimley,  Dudley,  Broms- 
grove,  Feckenham,  Rous  Lench,  Hanley,  the  value  of  these  seven 
being  ^38  ; and  Halesowen,  as  regards  which  it  says  the  vicarage 
is  consolidated  with  the  taxation  of  the  church,  and  no  separate 
value  is  assigned  to  it.  The  case  of  Halesowen  is  treated  in  the 
surcharge  which  follows.  The  collectors  said  they  did  not  know  if 
the  church  or  the  inhabitants  of  the  parish  were  in  Worcestershire 
or  Shropshire,  and  so  they  had  made  no  charge  upon  it ; but  this 
plea  was  swept  aside  and  they  had  to  account  for  the  whole  value 
of  the  church,  consolidated  vicarage  included.  If,  then,  this  vicar- 
age is  one  of  the  eight  mentioned  in  the  surcharge  in  question, 
and  accounts  for  the  difference  between  £38,  the  value  of  the 
seven  vicarages  according  to  Pope  Nicholas,  and  the  £44  1 6s.  8d. 
given  in  the  Roll  as  the  value  of  the  eight,  the  vicarage  of  this 
parish  was  taxed  twice  over. 

With  regard  to  the  surcharge  which  was  made  upon  the  col- 
lectors of  6s.  8d.  for  each  of  the  14  parishes  in  which  there  were 
not  10  householders,  it  seems  as  if  the  authorities  stretched  a point. 
The  terms  of  the  commission  might  read  as  if  such  parishes  were 
to  be  exempted,  though  it  does  not  say  so  in  so  many  words. 
Nothing  is  said  about  them  ; as  nothing  is  said  about  the  portions 
which  were  the  subject  of  the  previous  surcharge.  But  the  sur- 
charge is  not  based  on  this.  It  is  made  because  in  an  Inquisition 
touching  their  being  excused  it  does  not  appear  that  the  house- 
holders were  below  10  in  number.  This  Inquisition  appears 
to  have  been  a separate  thing  from  the  return  of  the  collectors. 
The  collectors  say  upon  their  oath  that  there  are  not  10  house- 
holders in  each  of  these  parishes  ; but  this  is  disregarded  on  the 
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ground  that  it  is  not,  though  on  oath,  founded  on  proper 
evidence. 

The  fourth  claim  by  the  collectors,  to  be  exempt  from  any 
subsidy  arising  from  the  church  of  Clent  with  its  chapelry  of 
Rowley,  in  the  deanery  of  Kidderminster,  and  from  the  church  of 
Twyning,  in  the  deanery  of  Pershore,  was  allowed.  Clent  being 
then  in  Staffordshire,  and  Twyning  in  Gloucestershire,  they  could 
not  be  distrained  upon  by  Worcestershire  officials.  The  position  of 
these  two  parishes  is  somewhat  anomalous ; and  it  might  appear, 
though  it  is  hardly  probable,  that  they  escaped  payment  of  sub- 
sidies of  this  kind  altogether.  Being  in  Worcestershire  deaneries, 
their  names  would  not  appear  in  the  lists  of  churches  handed  to 
the  collectors  for  the  counties  in  which  they  were  situated,  while 
the  collectors  for  the  deaneries  in  which  they  were  named  had  no 
power  to  enforce  payment.  Still,  no  doubt  the  net  was  drawn  suf- 
ficiently tight  to  prevent  their  escape,  though  how  it  was  managed 
does  not  appear. 

The  second  part  of  the  Roll,  that  relating  to  Knight’s  Fees,  as 
is  the  case  in  the  Roll  of  1346  already  published,  contains  no 
return  for  the  hundred  of  Blackenhurst  ; nor  do  the  totals  of  the 
Fees  in  those  hundreds  given  in  the  two  Rolls  correspond.  The 
dates  of  the  two  Rolls  are  1346  and  1427,  an  interval  of  81  years. 
In  two  cases  at  least  it  might  appear  that  the  holder  of  the  fees  at 
the  two  dates  was  the  same  individual,  but  this  is  hardly  possible, 
considering  the  lapse  of  time  between  the  two  returns.  In  the 
case  of  Richard  Brace,  on  page  25,  it  is  probable  that  the  words 
“The  heir  of”  have  slipped  out  before  his  name,  since  they  are 
inscribed  in  the  corresponding  place  of  the  Inquisition  on  page  57. 
In  the  case  of  John  Peyto,  mentioned  on  page  35,  the  converse 
has  happened.  The  words  have  slipped  out  of  the  Inquisition  on 
page  43,  but  are  given  in  the  return  on  page  35. 

I have  not  added  up  the  various  figures.  The  erasures  at  the 
end  of  the  return  of  fees  on  page  28  are  due  to  the  surcharge 
regarding  the  bishop’s  two  fees  on  page  32,  which  added  two  fees 
and  13J.  4 d.  respectively  to  the  whole  given  by  the  collectors.

tionately to  the  previous  taxing  of  the  Church  ; and  also  of  a sub- 
sidy of  2s.  from  each  parish  within  the  Cities  and  Boroughs  in 
the  said  County,  inhabited  in  the  same  manner  and  form,  of 
which  a Church  exists  of  the  annual  value  of  20 s.,  and  so  rising 
rateably  to  the  highest  and  greatest  value  of  each  such  church, 
according  to  due  inquisition  made  therein.  And  collectors  also 
of  a certain  subsidy  of  6s.  8d.  from  each  person  seised  of  lands 
and  tenements  within  the  said  County  in  demesne  as  a free  tene- 
ment, which  lands  and  tenements  the  said  person  or  persons  holds 
or  hold  as  a whole  knight’s  fee,  and  so  according  to  the  rate  as 
far  as  the  fourth  part  of  a knight’s  fee  inclusively,  tithable  tem- 
poral possessions,  and  the  possessors  of  the  said  possessions 
excepted  ; (which  subsidy)  is  to  be  paid  to  King  Henry  VI.  in 
his  parliament  held  at  Westminster  in  the  6th  year  of  his  reign, 
namely  the  subsidy  from  parishes  at  the  feast  of  Pentecost  next 
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costis  proxime  futurum  Ac  dictum  subsidium  dictorum  feodorum 
militum  vnacum  predictis  ratis  eorundem  ad  festum  Nativitatis 
sancti  Johannis  Baptiste  proxime  futurum  per  breve  Regis  de 
magno  sigillo  suo  patens  datum  vjto  die  Aprilis  A°  vjt0  prefatis 
collectoribus  directum  et  penes  ipsos  remanens  videlicet  de  hoc 
subsidio  ibidem  ut  infra.
